two sports and retain two with 
grants-in-aid The dropping of 
the two will save (42,765, 
McGehee said

with the greatest regret and 
only after every conceivable 
means of preventing the step

McGehee said the decision 
was not tied to the increase in 
the women's athletic budget, 
but was made with the entire 
campus operation in mind 

"This is not something we 
did overnight." he said "The 
decision was made not only on 
terms of the athletic budget 
but the entire budget for next 
year 

"We have been in the 
process of cutting the budget 
for three years now and 
athletics is the only area that 


has not been cut," he con¬ 
tinued 1 just don't think that 
they can escape cuts this 
time " 

The problem is not only in 
athletics. McGehee explained, 
but in academic areas as well 

“If the Governor's budget is 
funded and fees are raised 10 
per cent, it will be just enough 
to cover increasing expenses 
in utilities, travel, federal 
wage scales and salaries for 
faculty who are returning 
from on leave," he stated "U 
the governor’s budget is not 
funded further cuts will have 
to be made

% Language requirement reduced

Foreign language 
requirements for the Bachelor 
of Arts Degree in Liberal Arts 
were reduced from three 
years to two years and the 
proposed Grievance Com¬ 
mittee was adopted in the final 
1974-75 Academic Senate 
meeting Tuesday afternoon 
"The foreign language 
requirement has now been 
reduced to two years,” Dr. 
Milton Simmons, dean of 
liberal arts, said. "The 
previous third year of foreign 
language can now be satisfied 
by taking the language or nine 
quarter hours from a list of 17 
humanistically oriented 
courses. 

The 17 courses Simmons 
spoke of are upper division 
courses in history, political 
science. English, psychology, 
philosophy, religious studies, 
several physical science and 
social sciences, mathematics 
and foreign languages, ac¬ 
cording to a report written by 
the Ad Hoc Committee. 

The proposed Grievance 
Committee will give the 
faculty an alternate appeal 
method if the normal ad¬ 
ministrative appeal situation 
was unsuccessful, according 
to Brent Hamner, Ad Hoc 
Committee chairman. The 
normal procedure invplves 
faculty to department head, to 
the dean, to the Vice Chan¬ 
cellor for Academic Affairs, to 


unanimous Senate vote. The 
word "unusual" had 
originally been used as 
description for the word 
“cases" “unusual cases."

for Academic Affairs.” 

The statement was adopted 
in its original form with the

McGehee letter evaluates 
SGA budgetary hearings 


Senate convenes 

David Copeland, Academic Senate chairman, talks about the 
proposed Grievance Committee during an Academic Senate 
meeting Tuesday. The Grievance Committee idea was 
adopted and the reduction of the foreign language requirement 
for the Bachelor of Arts Degree was passed during the final 
meeting of the quarter. The Academic Review Board proposal 
was rejected. 


McGehee said some of the 
data at the administrative 
budget hearings did not agree 
with Congress budgetary 
hearings data. 

"Pacer and Spirit cost shave 
risen because it is no longer 
possible to secure advisors for 
these publications without 
paying them for the service,” 
McGehee said. 

“The administration feels 
that both the Pacer and the 
Spirit have made adequate 
cases for increasing 
University allocations toward 
their budgets, rather than 
decreasing them, but in light 
of anticipated University 
income we are currently 
planning only to maintain the 
same allocation as last year 
for each,” McGehee stated 

McGehee said he would 
refer the recommendation to 
cut back the number of Pacers 
printed to the Publication 


organizations which receive 
money from the student fee. 

“Funds to the activities you 
considered are allocated in the 
same way they are to 
academic and administrative 
offices: the agency, office or 
committee prepares a budget 
and submits it to the Vice 
Chancellor of the division in 
which the budget is super¬ 
vised, budget hearings are 
held with the Vice Chancellor 
and a recommendation is 
made to the central ad¬ 
ministration,” McGehee told 
Nance 

Congress recommended last 
week to cut the Spirit's budget 
$1000; the music allocation 
$1000 and The Pacer budget 
$1500. They also recom¬ 
mended a $500 increase for the 
Speakers Committee and 
Vanguard Theatre. WUTM 
was recommended for a $2500 
increase. 


Though admitting SGA 
Congress' budgetary hearings 
will result in a better student 
understanding of budgetary 
needs. Chancellor Larry T. 

McGehee said in a letter 
Friday the actual allocations 
will be minimally affected by 
the recommendations. 


Committee. 

The $2000 allocation for the 
Speakers Committee will be 
maintained, but $1500 for a 
Visiting Alumni Scholar and 
whatever designated gifts 
received for the Speakers' 
fund will be added, according 
to McGehee. 

"Vanguard Theatre’s 
budget is difficult to com¬ 
prehend,” McGehee said. 
“The overall result in an in¬ 
crease of about $2500 for 
Vanguard, but a continuing 
need for more income for 
operating expenses (sets, 
scripts, costumes, lights, etc.) 

"The music allocation 
has to be viewed in the 
context of the total music 
program,” McGehee stated 
"A cut of the budget would 
cripple the vocal groups and 
the marching band and that 
total program. While in-

“The local staff was very 
close to its original deadline 
schedule. The lateness is not a 
result of the staff.” 

Graves said the company is 
also running behind on other

This is the first year the staff 
has been working with this 
printing company Graves 

added.

The problems have arisen 
because the legislature has 
not appropriated funds for 
higher education, Trentham 
said 

"The legislature hasn't done 
anything with our money 
so far,” Trentham said. 
"There needs to be a $40 
million tax increase to fund 
the governor's recom¬ 
mendation." 

The total appropriations for 
UTM this year was $6,430,000 
and even with the Governor's 
increase the school would only 
receive $149,000 more, 
Trentham said. 

Trentham said he thinks the 
10 per cent rise recommended 
by the THEC takes into ae 
count the governor’sproposed 
two per cent increase 

Trentham said he thinks 
higher education will be in the 
worst shape financially next 
year that it has been in 
"Nobody is presently being 
funded at the level we would 
like to fund them," Trentham 
said. “No net increase in the 
department operating budgets 
have been made in the last 2 
years.” 

Trentham expressed fears 
that some students and faculty 
might leave the University if 
the financial situation con¬ 
tinues. 


“The students have felt 12 
per cent inflation and asking 
them to pay additional fees 
may force some to leave the 
University," Trentham said. 

Trentham said some of the 
good faculty will remain even 
with continued financial 
problems across the state, but 
some of the good faculty will 
probably leave for better 
paying jobs 

All government agencies are 
suffering from financial 
problems, Trentham said 

Several options have been 
lined up so that when the 
legislature makes its budget 
decision, UTM allocations can 
be quickly decided. Trentham 
stated. 

The university has tried to 
reallocate some money for 
areas that critically need 
funding, Trentham said 

"Salary increases have the 
highest priority with us," 

Trentham said "I hope we 
can give something, but it can 
not come close to the cost of 
living increase ”

The Tennessee Higher 
Education Commission 
recommended Friday that 
tuition and fees at state 
colleges and universities be 
increased approximately 10 
per cent next fall. 

The fee recommendation 
will go to the UT Board of 
Trustees and the State Board 
of Regents, which have the 
actual authority in setting 
fees. 

"I think the THEC sees so 
little money will be available 
in appropriation that this is 
needed to meet the cost at 
even a minimal level," UTM 
Provost Jimmy Trentham 
said "Even a 10 per cent 
increase in fees won r t do that 
much.” 

Trentham said the 
University and especially the 
Chancellor has tried to resist 
fee increases but the state has 
not yet provided enough 
funding. 

The Governor has recom¬ 
mended approximately a two 
per cent increase for higher 
education in a time of 12 per 
cent inflation. Trentham said. 

"Even that increase is in 
doubt due to the failure of the 
legislature to increase taxes,” 
Trentham said.

Major athletic changes 
regrettable but needed 


As ud u It if that golf and wrestling arc 
leaving UTM'i intercollegiate athletic arena, it 
ia even aadder that even without them in¬ 
tercollegiate athletics has to receive a 1372.000 
subsidy from non-athletic hinds 
The athletes and coaches staffing golf and 
wrestling have represented UTM well They 
are leaving a record which can be envied by 
many of UTM's other athletic programs 
Apparently the Administration decided to 
drop them only after carefully considering all 
other alternatives A careful poll of the athletic 
board indicated the majority of the faculty, 
students and alumni favored dropping them in 
order to bring about the necessary reductions 
in intercollegiate athletic spending 
Some people are going to be disappointed 
regardless of what decision was made, but the 
only criticism The Pacer can level at it is that it 
may have been too little too late. Everyone 
agrees that UTM cannot continue to bear the 
burden of intercollegiate athletics'increasing 
deficit. 

It is doubtful that the typical UTM student 
can even justify subsidizing athletics at the 
current level when the subsidy is hurting other 
sorely needed Univeristy programs. Especially 
since the $152,000 increase in next years in¬ 
tercollegiate athletic budget is larger than the 
increase Governor Blanton recommended in 
state funding for all of UTM’s programs 
Everyone agrees the football program im¬ 
provements which are responsible for close to 
$ 100,000 in the increase in the intercollegiate 
athletic deficit will be an asset to UTM 
At some point, though, the sacrifices which 
must be made in the minor sports and 
academic programs outweigh the advantages 
to be gained. 

The Chancellor has explained the funds to 
finance the deficit are coming out of the ad¬ 
ministrative rather than the academic budget 
He failed to mention that if the funds from the 
administrative budget were not being chan¬ 
neled into intercollegiate athletics they could 
be used to supplement the academic budget or 
to increase the near non-existent budget of the 
intramural and women's athletic programs 
When making future decisions concerning 
intercollegiate athletics, the administration 
needs to remember that the students and 


faculty will not stand for an increase in in¬ 
tercollegiate athletic funding at a time when 
vital academic programs are being cut to the 
bone 

Delays deny 
decision input 

In delaying the decision on the Venezuelan 
program’s future, the Academic Senate fell 
into the old administrative trap of delaying 
major decisions until most of the students are 
gone from UTM 

Though in some cases it is impossible to 
make decisions when the students are here, this 
policy denies the students the input they 
deserve into the University decision-making 
process 

Without a doubt, in the short run it is easier to 
make major decisions without pressure from 
SGA, The Pacer and other student interest 
groups However, past experiences have 
proved that decisions made when the students 
are absent cause more problems in the long 
run. 

Many of the problems encountered when the 
differentiated housing policy was announced 
were due to the plan being arrived at over the 
1973 Christmas holiday. The same situation 
resulted in much of the controversy over the 
new football program. 

If not for The Pacer’s investigative reporting 
the decision to close the UT Cone would not 
have been announced until this summer. 
Delays in announcing decisions which have 
already been made are even worse than delays 
in the decisions themselves, for they make it 
appear that the administration is trying to hide 
the facts from the students. 

Unless decisions are made quickly on what to 
do with the interim term, countless problems 
may result. Students need to know what 
courses will be offered so they can begin 
planning their schedules now. They cannot be 
expected to simply go along with ad¬ 
ministrative decisions which are made in their 
absence. 


Congress' budget hearings 
hurt by procedural errors 


The parliamentary tactics used by Congress 
in making its recommendations on the use of 
the Student's Activity Fees will long be a blight 
on SGA’s record. 

Most of the Congresspersons who bothered to 
attend the meeting where the recom¬ 
mendations were made had no idea what was 
going on when their speaker declared the rules 
suspended and a quorum present They can 
only be criticized for their ignorance 

It is hard to believe, however, that the 
Speaker of Congress could be so utterly 
ignorant of the rules of Congress and 
parliamentary law as to not know that a 
quorum was present at the meeting 

According to Robert’s Rules of Order, the 14 
Congresspersons present would constitute a 
quorum of the 21 Congresspersons Caruso said 
were eligible to vote at the meeting. However, 
14 Congresspersons does not constitute a 
quorum of the 28 Congresspersons the students 
are entitled to under the SGA Constitution. 

The election commission should have held 
elections to replace those Congresspersons who 
have resigned or been expelled due to extensive 
absences 

Congress made its ultimate blunder, though, 
when it allowed the Speaker of Congress to 
declare the rules suspended Only Congress 


has the right to suspend its rules by a two-thirds 
vote of those present. 

The budget recommendations made during 
the meeting were absurd and groundless. The 
Spirit and The Pacer cannot meet printing 
costs with reduced budgets. Also, the music 
department hardly deserves a decrease 
Congress ignored the Publication Committee 
proposal made several weeks ago for yearbook 
prices to remain the same next year. They 
somehow assumed the prices might be raised 
thus validating a $1000 cut. 

Since the newspaper is already paid for by the 
students, 5000 copies should be printed each 
week so each student can have a copy. The 
recommended $1500 cut would have reduced 
production to 2500 copies. In addition, it was 
unfair to tell The Pacer to increase advertising 
(never mind how) and then give $2500 to WUTM 
because its revenue is partially dependent on 
advertising 

Cutting these budgets simply was not 
warranted One wonders if the fact several 
WUTM staffers are congresspersons might 
have played a role in the slashes and the 
eventual recommendation to WUTM. 

The outcome of the congressional budget 
hearings is of little importance to anyone, since 
the student activities fees which they con¬ 
sidered will be done away with next year.

Exam schedule 


Cooperative education is the 
integration of classroom 
theory with practical ex¬ 
perience under which students 
have specific periods of at¬ 
tendance at the college and 
specific periods of em¬ 
ployment.. 

“The two main advantages 
for the students in cooperative 
education are to gain ex¬ 
perience in their chosen major 
and to help finance their way 
through school." Jones said. 

"Hie student should earn 
approximately as much while 
in school as they will in the 
first year after graduation if 
employed. 

"The opportunities for 
employment after graduation 
are much better for co-ops 
than for non-co-ops, even if 
they do not go back to their 
original employer,” Jones 
continued. “Students can also 
earn up to nine hours 
academic credit. 

"Our interest from students 
in the program has not been as 
high as expected." Jones said. 
"I actually need students who 
are majoring in the areas of 
agri-business. industrial 
management, municipal and 
public administration, 
management, mechanical 
engineering and engineering 
technology, both civil and 
mechanical. 

“It is also believed that 
several other areas could be 
placed if we had good ap¬ 
plicants,” Jones continued. 
"One area of particular in¬ 
terest is medical research at 
St. Jude Hospital in Memphis 
I think they are ready to take 
someone it we had an out- 
standing student. 

'.“Our greatest demand for 
students is in engineering and 
engineering technology,” 
Jones said. “This is partially 
due to us having these 
programs for 25 years and the 
other programs being fairly

McGehee said the SGA 
allocations would be main¬ 
tained at $13,000. 

"I want to encourage the 
SGA officers to work closely 
with Dr. Phillip Watkins (SGA 
advisor) on evolving some 
form of entertainment 
board,” McGehee stated. 

“The only alternative route 
we see for funding increases 
you propose is to raise the 
student maintenance fee more 
than we hoped to,” McGehee 
said “The fee will probably be 
raised $14 a quarter next year, 
from $151 a quarter to $165 a 
quarter We do not believe we 
ought to do much more than 
that and we lament having to 
do that much.” 

McGehee thanked Congress 
for their work on the budgets. 

“I am certain a better un¬ 
derstanding of their needs has 
resulted from your study, and 
1 hope you can see as we do 
how inadequate funding for all 
these programs and for en¬ 
tertainment underwriting is, 
which is something we wrestle 
with and live with daily," 
McGehee said. 

McGehee said Tuesday this 
was a tentative budget based 
on the governor’s recom¬ 
mended 2.3 per cent increase 
and nothing can be finalized 
until after the state legislature 
makes its budget. 

McGehee said he felt if the 
recommendations had been 
received earlier they might 
have had more effect. 

Nance said he felt let down 
about the letter but the 
Chancellor should know more 
about the overall budget 
picture than SGA. 

"I believe it was worthwhile 
just letting the Chancellor 
know how we felt as students 
in how our money was spent." 
Nance said. 

Nance said he thinks it is 
time students became more 
involved in budgetary mat¬ 
ters. 

"I'm optimistic about 
student involvement in 
budgetary matters,” Nance 
said.
